The Gazette claims for its method that 
it “will provide a way by which, in pro- 
cess of time, this depreciated currency will 
pass away without any change in the ob- 
ligation of contracts, any disturbance of 
values, or any monetary crisis.” Now any 
scheme which will do all this, is precisely 
the scheme which the country desires, 
precisely the scheme which ought to be 
adopted. It is claimed for this scheme, as 
indeed it should be to make it worthy of 
attention, that it will steer clear of all 
those evils which are deemed to be sepa- 
rable to any plan that contemplates a sud- 
den and complete return to specie pay- 
ments, or that seeks to reach that end by 
8 gradual reduction of the currency until 
its volume has been diminished to an 
amount which will render it pertectiy sale 
to attempt to pay specie. The Gazette 
is therefore opposed to any immediate at- 
tempt by the Government to pay its notes 
in coin; it also opposes, with all its might, 
what is known as the contraction policy. 
It opposes the former for the very obvious 
and conclusive reason that it would not 
have us stultify ourselves by attempting an 
impossibility, it opposes the latter because 
it would make money scarce, and there- 
fore dear, and dear money we all know 
means lower prices, prostration of trade, 
and ruinous losses to all who have incurred 
heavy liabilities. We cannot have com 
peyments forthwith, or whenever 
we choose 10 ue the edict, 
the reason that the sum owed 
jmmensely exceeds our present means of 
payment We dare not pay and retire the 
currency as rapidly as the treasury is able, 
unaccompanied by some sufficient substi- 
tute, for the reason that the fearfully de- 
structive effects of such a policy would not 
be borne by the people, 
we ever te get back to hard money? 
is clear that justice requires that if, by 
apy of its acts, the Government makes the 
currency ef the land materially more val- 
unable chan it now is, it should concurrently 
therewith provide, by suitable and effi- 
cient legislation, that those of its citizens 
who have debts to pay shall not be com- 
pelled to pay a higher value than was 
originally agreed upon. In one word the 
obligation of contracts musi not be inter- 
fered with. It is felt, that if the return to 
specie payments shall be accompanied by 
this saving clause, no alarming inconve- 
nience can result from the change. What 
is desired is, to restore to our money sys- 
tem the principle of convertibility, with- 
out inflicting injury upon any one. This 
then is the philosopher's stone for which 
all well-meauing financiers are searching. 
The Gazette, more fortunate than most of 
its brethren, thinks it has found rt That 
journal assures us that it has found a 
smovth and easy road to specie payments. 
Its road seems to be substantially the same

Again we are told that “specie values 
and specie currency can be introduced for 
new transactions, a separatescale of Gov- 
ernment taxes and expenditures, salaries, 
&c.,can be framed tor the specie level, 
leaving the currency of payment optional. 
Business will gradually transfer itself to 
the specie basis. The depreciated paper 
money will continue the currency of pay- 
ment of contracts that were made upon 
that basis, and optionally of trade and of 
public dues, until, in due time, when the 
specie carrency has taken its natural place, 
the paper currency can be gradually can- 
celed, as it is received for taxes on the cur- 
rency scale, without at all changing its 
value. This process must necessarily be 
gradua),and it is no matter how long it 
takes, for the opfmon of a specie currency, 
and a specie basis for all new transactions, 
will be introduced in the beginning, and 
the transfer may proceed just as fast as the 
natural conditions will bring it about; and 
these must do it, for any forcing process 
will be disastrous.” 

Here we have the outline of a plan to 
reform the currency which upon paper 
seems to be exactly what the situation re- 
quires.

Such provie- 
tons however do Dot amount to much, the conse- 
quence is that the city ts forced to pay for re- 
pairs much sooner than she ought to be.
